3. Applicants show a slow release pharmaceutical composition 
comprised of porous particles wherein the particles comprise an 
active agent in a core and a coating on said core. The prior art 
shows coated particulate compositions for delivering active agents. 
Masterson et a! US 5,580,580, considered the closest prior art of 
record shows a formulation comprised of solid sugar/starch seeds 
coated with a binder solution of drug and further coated with a 
polymer membrane. The prior art does not show nor fairly suggest 
applicants' core comprised of a homogeneous mixture of active agent 
and a polymer insoluble in gastric and intestinal juice wherein the 
core is further coated with a polymer insoluble in gastric and intestinal 
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resulting in a functionally and structurally distinct coated core 
particles having internal porosity.
